On the rates of advertising in 1855 there was no deduction, but, accord- 
ing to our present rules, an advertisement continued three or more times is 
entitled to a deduction of 25 per cent., and when advertising to the amountof 
$100 in the year is engaged in advance, there will be a further deduction of 
25 percent.

Perotvar’s Lisrary.—A rich treat to book-collectors—especially to those 
who prize antiquarian literature—will soon be offered in Boston, at the sale 
of Dr. Percival’s library. Not the least interesting thing about it is the large 
number of autographs of the poet, which will thus be scattered ; for he wrote 
his name on the fly leaf of every volume, and was so jealous, in his later 
years, of those who sought to lionize him, that he would not give his auto- 
graph even to intimate friends. Of course he was cursed, like all popular 
authors, with incessant demands for his handwriting. In looking over his 
MSS. recently, The Boston Traveller's correspondent came across a most im- 
pudent example of this, on the part of a young man out Wes‘, who sent a 
note to Percival, inclosing postage, and requesting him to copy one of his 
more characteristic poems, and having signed his name, to send it out to him, 
The letter laid among the poet’s papers, just as it had been opened—not even 
the inclosed postage having been taken out. 


Lrrerarny Men anp Women or America.—We present below a list of the 
most noted literary persons now living in the United States, with their ages, 
The figures are taken from the latest authorities, and the enumeration, we 
think, will be found more complete than any hitherto published. We could 
have largely increased the names of living female writers, had we been con- 
tient to do so, without stating the ages. American female authors are more 
shy in regard to this matter, than their transatlantic cousins. The three best 
works on the female poets are sadly deficient in dates, and only three Ameri- 
can female writers report themselves to be on the shady side of 60. Mrs. L. 
H. Sigourney appears by the record to be the oldest of her sex of literary 
fame; but the knowing ones aver that she is the junior of one of our Mas- 
sachusetts ladies, whom we shall not be ungallant enough to name. Our 
list includes the names of upwards of a hundred and sixty writers, and their 
chronological arrangement suggests many strange contrasts. We have given 
no name to which we could not attach a date from some acknowledged au- 
thority.

Deatu or aN Acep Printer—Daniel Fanshaw, one of the oldest and 
wealthiest printers of the city of New York, died on Monday. Mr. Fanshaw’s 
history shows what may be accomplished by two elements of character— 
rnpustray and roonomy, for to these alone was he indebted for his wealth. He 
was a practical printer, and in 1816, when we became his journeyman, he 
had just started a “ Book Office” at No. 11 Cliff street. Bible and Tract So- 
cieties were then in their infancy. Mr. Fanshaw obtained, at low prices, the 
printing of the Bible and Tract Societies. His was a model office. The most 
rigid economy was observed ineverything. Nothing was wasted. More care 
was taken of types and of paper, and better work was required than in any 





other office. Mr. F. kept rigid watch and scrutiny over the minutest details 
of business. He was the first and last man at the office, opening it himself 
with the dawn of day, and closing it at a late hour. His fortune was made 
up of savings. —Albany Evening Journal.

It is reported that the Emperor Napoleon is about to appoint a commission 
to inquire into the subject of literary property. French writers of authority 
have decided in favor of perpetuity of copyright. If the question should be 
decided in this sense, all translations of French books afterwards published 
under the convention will be copyright for ever, or until the law is changed. 

It is reported that a pension of £100 per annum has been granted by the 
government to Dr. Bigsby, the author of the History of Knaresborough. 

We quote the following statistics from Mitchell’s Newspaper Press Diree- 
tcry :—* There are now published in the United Kingdom 1,041 newspapers, 
distributed as follows:—England, 734; Wales, 25; Scotland, 138; Lreland, 
129; British Isles, 15. Of these there are 34 daily papers, published in Eng- 
land, 6 ditto in, Seotland, 10 ditto in Ireland, 1 ditto in British Isles. On 
reference to preceding editions we find that in 1840 there were 472 journals 
published in the United Kingdom. In 1850 there were 443 (showing a de- 
erease,) but in 1860 there are now established and circulated, as above stated, 
1,041 papers, showing that an extraordinary impulse has been given to every 
descriptioa of newspaper enterprise.”
